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THE BAGHELA DYNASTY OF REWAH 
(CENTRAL INDIA). 


Some four years ago Rai Bahadur Jankl Prasad of Rewah H^te sent to me, 
at the instance of my friend Rai Bahadur Hiralal, Deputy Commissioner, 

Waidlm, C. P* (now retired), an old manuscript of a woric, naintwi Fini- 
bhanMayakavyam, for examination. During my short leave in KAwhmir where 
1 was sent on deputation as Superintendent of Archmology* 1 read the mamm- 
cript through and sent a short report on. it to the above named gentlcmaiL, 

While doing it, I suggested that a Bummaiy of the booh with a critjca! note 
should be published somewhere. As far as 1 am aware, no notioe of this 
manuaeript has yet appeared anywhere. In consideration of the fact that it 
supplies some inteieating information concerning the genealogy of the Baghela 
dynasty and enables us to mvest%ate the traditional accounts also, I want to 
place the following short account of the book together with a few historwal 
inferences which it allows us to draw regarding some of the earlv rulers of 
Kewah. 

This manuscript has fifty-five pages, esch page having eight lines of about 
forty*eight letters or ohsAuras. It is all in verse and has twelve suryats or cantos. 

The manuscript was written at Ka^ (Benares) by one TulasidSsa, the son of i*«»vription of ifao 

Krishnadasa, who was a Kftyastha. The date of writing given at the end 

the (Vikrama) amtvat or year 1048 (=A. J), loOJ ), the second day of the bright 

half of Ayahan {Ayrahaya^o) and Tuesday, The first and the last page of it 

(see Frontispiece) are market! with two different seals of Birbhadar (Virabhadra), 

one naming Akbar and the other SultSn Salim. The legend in the former reads:' 

“ (In the year) 905; Birbhadra slave of King Akbar." 

The legend In the latter reads;

“ BSrbhadra slave of King Salim.*’ 

Both tlieae seals show that the manuscript belonged to Birbhadra (Vimbhadra), 
the grandson of VTrabhanu or the hero of the poem, and is to be regarded as 
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seal* on tJi« 
■winueript. 


an hGirloom ol the house of Kewuh. The neceasitv of marking articlea like thia 
luaiiuacript by such seats is not apparent unless some show of loyalty to the 
Mu^al throne was in view. 

The geuuiuenesa of both these seals, kua'cver, appears to be somewhat 
questionable. In teehnique they, perhaps, may resemble some of the coins of 
Akbar and Jahangir. The date on one seal is ^66 which, apparently, must be 
ascribed to the Jl'^ri reckoning. That a Hindu pnnee adopted this era should 
oeuse no w'onder for it was the era of the soyereign, named in the seal. 
Another instance of this natnie is afforded by the copper-plate inscription which 
Cunningham* noticed abont 1881, and which ia dated in the same year and 
belongs to the reign of Kinuvcbandra, the father of Virakhadra. Akbar ascended 
the throne at Kalanaur in the Punjab on 2-8 HabV II, 963 of‘ the Hijn era 
(or on the 14th of February 1556 A.D.h when he was only a boy of thirteen, 
although at the time of enthronement he had no kingdom. It was in the 
month of Mttharrafn of the next year (r.e., November 1557 A.D.b when the 
battle of Panipat was won and Hemu killed, that he became the real king ol 
India. Thus the year maiked in the seal, sasuining, of course, that it belonged 
tn the Hyrt reckoning, would be the third year of Akbar's reign (or 1556 A.D.) 
and fit in well so Ear as the period ia concerned. Ko date seems to be given 
in the second seal. Saliiu was the *oIam' or birth name of JahSngh^ which 
was given to him in acknowledgment qf Akbar's faith in the edicacy of the 
prayers of iSbaikh Salim Chtshti, the famous holy man of Sikri for the birth of 
a son. As was shown by l>r. Taylor', some years ago, and is evidenced by the 
Kabul. .AlmiadAbad, and Ages'* issues. Jahangir struck several coins in this name. 
The couplet on the coin, as dlustmted by Mr. Whitehead^ reads

and show's that the title of was coupled with it. The legend, on this 

seal is indicative of the same fact. These coina are known as coins 

and were struck in the Ilijti year 1014 soon after Jalifingh's acoesaion and 
within a peiiod of some nine* months tminediately subsequ^t to Akbar*8 
death. He took the Imperial name of Jahan^'^the world congneror 
—some time after he had ascended the throne. That the fialim Sultflii

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of the coins is identical with that cf this seal is too clear to require anj 
demoDStratioii. Sallni was bom in 1569 A.D* and broke out in rebellioti about 
1600 assuming the royal title in 1001 A.D* Vimbhadra was at Delhi wfaea 
his father HSmaohondra died in 1592. He started for Bandhogarh on Waring 
the news, but on the road, he fell from bia palanquin and, soon after, died 
of the injuries caused by this fall. He eacpired in 1593 A.D, On the authority 
of this book, he was bom in the life-tune of Virabhana, for, W’e are told in 
the 12th or the last canto that on his birth d^vtiut (the lord of Delhi) 
Humayun sent suitable presents and congratulations to VlmbhAnu whom he 
regarded as his brother. The passage being interesting is quoted in full below 
with translation*

' The illustrioiiH Humij'un, who was the overlord of the yooanos (Muham* 
madfuis), the lord of Dili! (Delhi) and crest-oroanient. of kings, on hearing that 
u son was bom to the son of VitabhBLQU (t.e*, KAnuichandTa), lieoame very 
pleased* lie regarded ’MrabhSinu his brother, and being delighted, he sent by 
his own min^era auspicious ommnente, horses, garments and scents. As there 
was the niutind brotherhood between the ihustriaua A'lrnsimha Btid BUlmr so 
there was the relationship between the illustrious ^^rabh&nu and this lord of 
the earth. That. Lord of the JI«gj|iuls (lit, Mudgatm) thus wrote in his (ooo- 
gratulatory) letter “ 0! King Vfrabhanu I this grandson of yours, I think, is 
my own, for what difference is there between the grandson of a brother and 
one's own ?” 

*\dmittiiig poetic embeHiahments, wc can say that Humfiyiln mighf have 
sent such a mesaage at the time of neceaidty for be was in need of ndp when 
he was rouied by Sher Ebftn, the Afghan, ai Kamiuj and had to flee as a 
homeless wanderer from one quarter to the other, about. 1540 A.D. He was 
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no more a diSiSvara from 1640 to 1664 AJD.^ i.t,, dutiog the sway oI the 
SQt dynasty. We know under dire caiaanity the ticitnis or members of the 
lUuf^al house in India did seek for snch relationiihips. For instance, as Manucci 
hus told us in his Staria da MoQOt^ when Darn Shikob was hard presaed, 
RS] Riip, a petty prince of Nurpiir in the Punjabi was called a son of the 

latter and DilrS's wife having no milk in her breasts, water, with which her 

breasts were washed, was sent to him in token of his being regarded as a 
foster or say 'uterine’ son. In 1655 A.D. Humayun reoccupied Delhi, after 
winning Kandha? and K^bul with the help of filbsh TahmSsp of Persia, He 

died in the succeeding year, I doubt if he stood in need of any help then 

from such chieftains as Vlrabhami and it would appear presumptuous on the 
part of Virubhfinu or his chronicler, the author of thU Kav^a^ to expect such 
^ an address from the Mughal Emperor. Taking it for granted, that he held 

• Pirabhltnu in a very high esteem and could address him so always, we shall 

|> have to confront another difficulty which seems to be insurmountable. It is

! (1560 A,D,), he would be about 20 years of age. We know' that he was attend¬ 

ing the court at Delhi and was liked by Akber. Finding that the Emperor 
> was annoyed at his father’s persistent rcluHol to come to Delhi, he arranged 

; to have Birbal and Za'in Khan Koka sent to bring him and see him received 

I with due honours by the Emperor himself in 1584 A-D. KSmehandra was 

fairly advanced in age then. and. if Virabhadra was born in 1540 A,D., h« 
would have been 44 and at the time of his demise in 15fl3 his age must 
have been 53 years. These dates may work well. As to the qiiestioD why 
he marked the book with his seal during the lifetime of his lather, it might 
be said that the matter is of little consequence for he does not call himself n 
mj&. He was attending on Akbar and could very well call himself his btmdah 
or slave. But then the perplexing question still remains. Where was the Salim 
SultSn of the second seal then ! As I have remathed above, Sallni or the 
future Jahangir broke out in rebellion ngainst Akbor in 1600 and next year 
openly assumed® the royal title settuig himself up as an inclcpemlent king at 
Allahabad. This, then, hnppeneii some seven or eight years after Viiahhadca 
had died. Therefore, 1 am led to think that, if the second seal is to be taken 
to be genuine at all. Prince Salim must have developed signs of weariness of 
waiting for the crown very early and formed a party of his own, our Vira- 
bhndra being one. to help bis cause. BadJioni tells iw, as has been almady 
pointed out by Vincent Smith,"* that he was suspected of administering poison 
to the Emperoi- as early as 1691 A.D. In that case, Virabhadra, his ally or 
rather ‘slave,’ as he caUs himself in the seal, could very well, though

we learn from the last canto, this book was composed after the birth dm« of tna woi ic 
of Vlrabhsdra and in the lifetime of Tfrabhanu hLs grandfather, os well as 
the Broperor HtunSvnn, As ViiabhAnu died in the year 1540 A.D, it must 
have been written nbont that very year. 

The colophon or the end of the last canto of the book attrifantaa the AoUiowiiip. 
authorship to one M£dhava, eon of Abhayachandra^ a Kfiyastha of noble descent 
and devout wor^per of Vishijn, who was led to the path of virtne by hb 
own mother. Madhava was patronised by Vfrabhano, the hero of the poem. 

Possibly, he composed this work in hononr of the birth of Vfrabhadra, as no sub¬ 
sequent event is narrated in it. 

The manuscript under examination was written in the year 1548 or 

1591 A.Tj,| iwCtf only one year before ^ Irabhadra was inst-cilled, or some 51 years 
ttfter the poem was composed by the author.. \Trabhadra most have been very 
fond of it as the seals would show apparently, because it celebrated his birth. 

The book divides ita^ into twelve cantos, which may be summarised hero. Conmci. 

A good deal of the inlormation, which the poem gives, requires cunfimation. 

Still, there is much of it which is corroborated by the Muhammadan historians 
of the time, as I shall try to show below. 

In the BagheJa dynasty there lived a king whose name was Bhlma. 
aoii and successor was named R&niitgadiVB who was a very pious and bravo 
ruler. He took possession of GahorS which developed into the capital town of 
the dynasty in due course. His son and successor was VMan&dSvE who in 
tom was snccoedod by his son VallhradCra who got Rftjalainalladgvi, the daugh¬ 
ter of the ruler of Yask/fri.* C4illed TaaarajaiiSva,* in marriage and built a 
tank after his own name. The temple of Sltala was constructed near it 
later on by Tfrabhanu, the hero of the book. Through the grace of this god¬ 
dess, who was the tutelar deity of the house, TalMiadeva had Simhadeva for 
his son who was a very rel^ious sort of man and believed to have been a 
jdfwtnara or one who knew his past birth. He got a son, mimed Vframadm 
but t;ommitted smeide at the confluence of the Yamuna and the Gauges (t.e., 
at Prayflga) on thinking of something that had apparently liuppened in the ' 
past. On tblM VallAraddva devoted himself to the core of the grandson hut died 
be tore the latter came of age. In due course, ^Tramaileva, the grandson was anuinted 
as Idng and he proved to be a formidable ruler who was a terror to the

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tniieftchha kings. He looked li riilifln t m the compimy of the king of Delhi. He 
took possession of the toivn of Handi and lived there for some time. One o£ 
his queens, named Apuivaddvf. bore him Karahandera, his eldest son who site* 
needed him. This prince, while ruling happily at GahorS got a son and succes¬ 
sor, named Bhaidachaudrai by the queen called Bajala who was the daughter 
of Arjana ‘ who held a fortreas on the banks of the Ganges,* This chiet namelj 
Bhaidachandia. extended hie conquests over several pkoes Like Qaya, Benares and 
Fraysga where he built houses in which he stajed for a con^derablc time. 
He eagedj improved the town of Gahora. His queen, named UddharanadStd 
bore hini several sonsi, the eldest being named Vahaiaraya. The latter 
predeceased hia father and three of his wives, Gaadharvad^vi and others, 
committed soti. Bhaidachondra conquered a town called Bagiaora' and was 
succeeded by his younger brother, named SahvAhana who married Kalydnaddrl, the 
daughter of FOiapajuallai a descendant of Hammlr, the Chauhan, and got a son, 
named Virasimha, by her, 'When he reached maturity, ^alivahana anointed him 
as hia successor and retired. TTia other queen, named Arth a d e vi, gave birth to a 
son called ndayahaina, who discarded the parental share and went over to 
Pnrtishdttama, the noble lord of the Ga]^dras. He settled in Utkala after 
moirving the daughter of the king of that country. Virasimha ruled the earth 
for a number of yeata and got a sou, named YirabhAna, by hia queen called 
SukumaradA^. Virabhanu was married to a Haihaya princess colled ^ Gosaini. 
Vlrasiiiiha ruled happily and died in an advanced age on the banks of the holy 
river Yamuna, 

II, * During his just and prosperous rule Virasimha improved and embellished 
UshoxA, his capital town, snd erected several fanes, mansions, tanks and various 
other biiildiDgs. Many learned men resorted to Gahora which became the abode 
of many damsels and courtesans, resembling celestial nymphs. The lofly bouses 
of the descendants of MaUin&tha, who bore the title of UnnApa (7), with the scries 
of their hags shone forth like clouds having lines of meteors on them. With a 
desire to conquer and extend his dominions Virasimha went out on an expeditioiL, 
He attacked YikranUlditya in his own town and completely routed him, causing con- 
luderable havoc in his army. Thus, taking possession of his town, cal Led Naea, 
perhaps the present Narogsrh near 8utna, which was as beautiful as Mkhisimtati 
and Ujjain, he ruled there for some time and set out against the ruler of Gadlld^ 
who at once fled away before him. Thereupon, he resided at GadM lor some 
time and enjoyed the baths in the Narmada river. Then he come to the town 
. of Svanara'CO and wrested the fortress of Bandhava from the lord of the Kurus, 
naine«] Harffyana. He stayed in this fartresa for some time and fully subjugated 
the tribe of the Euros round it. Then he went to the town of Alarkka I 
standing on the banks of the Oanges and there he formed an alliance with 
the Emperor of Delhi as was done by his ancestors He then vanquished the ruler

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of RatoApur and got tribute from him conquering Dah^ra together n-ith the tract 
of Sah&jora at the eaiue In connection vith the conquest of the fortress 

of B&ndhaTS he routed the Pariharas and defeated the cniel ruler of the 
also. In consequence of all this, even B&bur, the Mu^ol Emperor, was efmhl 
of him. Thus he had a verj successful career throughout hia life which 
ended happily at the sacred confluence of the Ganges and the Jumna, 

Vlnibhanu, at the death of Ylrasimha, his father, duly performed all the 
obsequial rites and set out from Alaikka towards Gahora with all his army. 

On the way he was very pleased to see ifi&livilhanapura, the town founded 
by his grandfather and described jotduUy all its beautiful features to his royal 
friend Bamachandra who was accompanying him along with other princes. 

He halted at a flower-gaiden on the banks of the Jumna and dismjased the 
princes who were with him. After giving good rest to Ms soldiers for some 
time he marched towards bis capital. 

YirahliHnu, the crown prince, gradually reached Kotira, which was situated ^nto tv. 
□u the banks of the Jumna, and after taking a bath in the sacred river per¬ 
formed various rites under the direotioiui of Bhagirathft, a veiy pious Brahman 
who actsompaniod him. Then he went to Guptavhi&nasi which lay to the .-wiith 
of Kotara at the foot of the Vindhya momitaui and, performing certain rites, 
reached the lake culled Kumarahrada virhJch was full of lotuses and beautifnl 
Like the hlanasa. Halting there for a day, he went to Uahoiu anti noticed 

the triumphal arches and other omamentations made by the citliens in hk 

honour. He, then, put up in the newly erected mansion, which was set apart 
for him. 

Staying in that mansion, which was decorated for the corouatiDu ceremonies. 
he was bathed in sacred waters and went through several rites, connected with 
the occasion, after which he was anointed os King. He then began to rule 

like a pious and just kmg to the joy of his subjects. In the couise of years, 

he annexed the tract named Ujja^ to his principiUiti'. 

This canto praises ni, very glowing terms the wise and just rule of \^-c*aiovi. 
bh&nu whom it describes in hyperboles as u model king, 

Vlrabhanu had a queen named BSyamati who was the daughter of a prince vti. 
'Called Dadur4ya. She bore him a son who was predicted to be the champion 
of virtue and an incarnation of Vishnu. He was nataed Ramachandra.

This canto dilates on the way he was brought up and trained in varioos 
arts and sciences. 

In this canto we are told that when KSniaohanilra grew to a marriageable 
Bge, VirsbhAnit, in oonsnltation with his miaistera end priests, arranged to 
many him to the grand-danghter ol KirttisLiulia and daughter of If&dhavBsiiiiha 
of Gaunt. The hrid^oom and the party went to Gaura and the marriage 
was duly celebrated with great pomp. The nuptial-tie thus united the two 
great houses, namely, the house of Bhhxadvaja VySghrapada, the great sage, 
and the house of AriditenSmi, the great ’Tipra (or seer) * who stopped even 
the Sun by his command.* The nuptials being over, the bride's brother, named 
went With the brid^room a few stages to wish good-bye and came 
back to Gaura aft^ a few days. Virabhanu came to Gahora with the munded 
pnd received a hearty welcomje from bis subjects on return. Thereafter, 
in consultation with his ministers, ho installed R^achandra as the Yuvaraja 
and, yokiiig him to the cares of the state, set up his mind on the meditation 
ol the Supreme Being. 

While recounting his good qualities, this canto describes how wisely Rama- 
ohandra ruled over hie kingdom and estabikhed his name os a strong king. 
Evidently, much of what ia said here te poetic exaggeration. Leaving aside 
the hyperbnlea^ this canto tells us that he gave shelter to one Sultan Muham¬ 
mad Sayyid Ali and that he was very fond of Tana^, the well-known mnsi- 
cian of the age with whom he happily passed his time lavishly rewarding him 
for his sweet songs and dhrupats. Herein Tftnsen is termed the embodiment 
of the art of music having no rival in the three timea, ndthei on the earth 
nor in heaven. The way m which the poet d^cribes and praises this musician 
shows that like the royal patron he himself was very fond of him. 

This canto gives a vivid account of R^maolmndra's to some foresto 
in bis dominions in the company of his friends and of some hunting aoenea 
which testify to the high descriptive power of the author. 

This brings the narrative to a close. When the aged fciiig Vrrablillna was 
psasmg bis days happily, his eon, Butn^chandra got a son by Ms queen-conaort 
YaaodS. the flgught^pr of the above mentioned Madhavaairhha. The birth of 
the grandson was celebrated with much eclat in both the fanulies and much 
largess was freely distributed. After the perfonnance of the natal rites the 
was named Vltabbadm, The canto further tolls us that Humayhii, the 
Lord of Delhi, felt highly pleased and sent in token of delight ornaments, 
horses, garments, perfumes, etis., through his ministers, as presents for the 
oocasiot). As Babur had, the poet says, a fraternal regard for Tiraidiiiha, 
likewise Humiyun had affection for Vlrabhann. So, while sending a communi¬ 
cation (fcJtAo) or Jfrmdp, Humayiln wrote to Virabh^u that he loved the child 
OB his own grandson for in his eyes there was no differenoe between one's 
own grandson and that of his brother. Thus, being happy, all round, Yimbhlnu 
f^ent his days in complete joy. With his son and grandson he formed an 
anspicions trinity and shone like Kridiqa, Kfima and Animddba, the three 
itAmas, the three Vedas and other triads. He, then, left the state to the care 
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of his son and retired to Prayfiga, the holy eonfluenee of the GAogft imd the 
Yamtm&, where he spent his time in the companj of teamed men, perfoiming 
variotis deeds of merit. 

The author then mtrodnees himself and tells us that he was a devout 
worshipper of Madhava (Krishna) and hia name was also Madhava. He came 
of a nobio familT and was a good man leading a pious life. His father was 
Abhayachandia, a Kauravifa ? of wide fame.

As hoB been remarked above, the moat important information which the flao»ioyy. 
yiTalihdniidayakdvyam supplies is the goueulogy of the Baghela chiefs for a 
few generations. As the book waa written for one of these chiefs, and the 
genealogy, it gives, was or must have been within the range of the living 
memory of the time, there can be no doubt as to its authenticity or being 
correct and trustworthy in preference to the one given in the hktories of comparatively 
modern composition. * llie Bewah family/ we are told, ' are singularly devoid of rell* 
able historical records. Such histories as esdst are of modem compoattion, and 
confuse persons and dates in a most bewildering manner/'^ This iwing the 
case, the value of this information can hardly be overrated. 

^The popular account comiects the house of Rewah wiih the viliago of 
V'yaghrapalli, ‘ the tiger's lair/ lying some ten miles to the south west of 
Aiihilwaifi, which gave the mone of Bagheia to the dynnaty.* It further states 
that yySghradeva, son of. Vwadhavala, made his way into the north and took 
possession of the fort of lUarpha lying JS miles north of K^njar. Our 
Icdvya gives no such account at all and hi a cut and dry way' at once mtro- 
duccs us to the chief, named Bhlma, leaving aside such fables as ore nist 
with in the of the royal houses in ludU. This king Bhlma is not 

named in the list of the chiefs of Rewah given by Cumuugham.^ Apparently, 
he is dificrent from the homonymous prince of the State Gazetteer,® the grand- 
eon of w'hoae minister Lavacaprasads, to wit, TySghradeva, came to Korthem 
India.* As our aathor starts the line with Bhinia he must have looked upon 
Mm as the first known ancestor of the house of Bewah. Apparently, he cannot 
be identical with the Bsj& Bheia or Bbaira of the Muhammadan historians. 

The genealogy given in the ka^stja is dMereut from what is found in the above

After the latter there ia nO" 
disagreement in the line of suwjession right up to Ramachandra, or we may 
say Yirabhadra. Unfortunately, the book gives no dates, otherwise, we would, 
have been able to settle some of the connected points quite definitely. For 
the sake of comparison and ready reference, I append below the genealogical 
table as shown in the book.

Apart from the correct genealogy, our manui^ript supplies some historical s«*i* HUtorfc*» 
information whicli is corroborated bj the accounts given by the Mubimunadan fr^ ShTMw- 
historians. Bemembering that the book is not history but a havya anH as such 
IS full of poetic hyperboles or exaggerations, which can at once be set aside, 
we hnd it very helpful in examining some of the ourrent traditions and com* 
parativeljr modem chronicles of Kewoh. As a rule, such works will hardly 
omit mcidents which add to the glory of the dynasty they describe. Very 
often, on the other hand, they either omit or take a casual notice of the 
event which causes a slur on it. The same is the case with the VamiSet^ 
or genealogical rolls. It stands to reasan, therefore, to rejeot the story regard¬ 
ing HumSyun’s family receiving shelter b Bondhi^arh when the Emperor fled 
before Sher Shah as worthless on the ground that it Bnds no mention what¬ 
soever m this book, ^’i^abhinu, our author teUs us, was on very Intimate terms 
with Hnm&yun who addressed him, as I have tdd above, like his brother while 
sendbg presents and congntnlations on the birth of hia grandson. Had the 
story been based on facts, the poet could not have omitted it I'Epecially when 
he has mentioned a comparatively bsigniheaut man, namely, Snit&n Muhammiul 
Sayyid All seeking refugo with B2ja HSmochandra, 
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T HE BAOHIILA SYSASTY OF EEWAB. 


The first event which the bocd: mentions is the conquest of GrohorS l>y 
Ba^iAgadevs, the son and successor oi Bhlmaj the first ancestor of the dynasty 
named in it. This GahorS, we are told, developed into a very prosperous 
town HTid almost each succeeding ruler added to its importance. It became 
the capital town of the House. As 1 have remarked while giving the genealogy 
oi the dynasty above, Haja BhTra or Bhaira of the MnbninTnadaii historians 
must be identified with the Bhoida or Bhaidachandra of this book. This 
idenrification not only fits in well but, with, rilght modifications in spelling, 
would support a part of the list, which Ounniughsm gave m his Survey Reports, 
alluded to above. Erom Viilapadeva (or Balanadeva of Cunningham) down¬ 
wards the list practically becomes identical* * As Vall&radeva was, obviously, 
preceded by YAlanudeva, his father, there could be no room here for Dolak^vora 
gnd Malak^vora of Cunningham or DalAki-w*a-Malaki oi the Muhammadan 
historians. The date of Bhaida (Bhira or Bhaira of the Muhammadan historians) 
may be taken to be 1450 A,D* Counting backwards, roughly, one might say 
that the occupation or conquest of Cahoj^ by Raniagadeva took place about 
the end of the 13th century A.D. This town continued to be the capital of 
the Baghelos up to the time of Ramachandra who was anointed, according to 
our manuscript, there;. One is snrprised to find that there is no mention cf it 
at all iu the State Gazetteer or oven in Cunningham's accounts. Possibly, I 
think, it was razed to the ground during the expedition of Asaf Iflion and as 
it was not of any special strength, no endeavour was, perhaps, made to 
rcpupulate or renovate it, especuiHy, when the state bad got by that time 
an impregnable stronghold in Kainniar and Bundhogarh as well, 1 am unable 
to identify the site of it. Possibly, we may trace it in the remains near Gurh, 
a small village in the tehsil Huzur, lying some 15 miles south east of Rewah 
town in 24^ 29* North and 81’’ 25* East. 

Sikandac Lodi’s invasion, rtfened to in Crmninghflm's report or the State 
Gazetteer, finds no mentioti in this book, apparently, because the Baghda chief 
was worsted in it. Aa I have already remarked, such works seldom talk of 
incidents which would detmet from the greatness of or lower their heroes in 
public Cfiteem, Nor docs the ]>o(dr refer to the seizure oi JkJubArak ^Jin, the 
Governor of Jaunpur, by Rai Bhid, BAja. of Bhatah (apparently the Bhaida¬ 
chandra of the list given above) nr bis coufirination^ by the Sult&n in the 
poesessicn of Kontit. Nor do we find mention of *Bhid’a flight before Siilfgndiir 
or the latter’s support by ^AliviLhana against Husain BhSh of Jaunpur.^ At 
the some time there ia no allusion to ^fiUv&hanaS rehisat to give hia daughter 
in marciage to Sikandar Lodi which has been recorded by Eeriahta.^ One 
faila to understand why the poet mnitted altogether the last mentioned incident 
especially when it aonld have added to the dignity of the Bagheta Rfija for 
we are not told if the Sult&n could achieve anything more than coming ‘back

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to J&impur’ after taym^ waste or doTastatnig the RfijjL’s coimtEj, One abould 
not wonder if tliis existed only in the imagination of Feiiahta* * In this couneo^ 
ticm it should be observed that according to our Icavya the fort of Bondhogarh 
came into the posGeaston of the Baghelas during the reign of Vitasuiiliadeva, 
the son of j^alivShana, but the account of these events given by t,ho \T iihft m- 
madan historians as stated by Cnnningham^ would show that it was afready 
in their possession. V&harariya, the sou of Bhaidachandia and the rightful 
heir, predeceased his father. Thereupon, ^filivabana, the younger brother of 
the king, succeeded to the throne. Yirasiiiihadeva, who was the son of Sali" 
vahana and not of Bhid {i.e. B liaidacliftu d r a) as shown by these Tiiatoriam , 
defeated Vikramsdilya in his very capital called Nara. He also routed NSrS- 
yapa, the lord of the Kurus, and took possession of the fort of BSndhavagadha 
from hiiQ worsting all the ParihAra princes at the same time.* Further, ho 
vanquished the chief of Batnapur and took possession of Dahara and Sahajora. 

I do not know why these statements of our author should be rejected tn 
favour of Ferishta, especially when there is hardly any exaggeration in them. 

1 tbinlc the Muhammadan historians while writing about these small princi’ 
palities mixed up different rulers and their accounta are confusetL 

Vlrasiriihadcva, the son and successor of ^livAhana. was a fairly successful 
prince. The manuscript says that he was on very intimate terms with BAbur. 
He is evidently the * Nsr Singh' of B&bur’s Memoirs.* His intimacy must 
have come after the battle of Kanwaha or Khiinva in lj>Q7 A.D. when, accord* 
ing to Babur himeelf, he assisted R&nB SBngB with 4000 horse. On the author¬ 
ity of the State records alluded to in the Gazetteer (p. 14), he received the 
Bhatah territories in Ndakdr Jdgir (mamtenanco grant) from Babur. Virasimha, ' 
we are further told by our author, took possession of GBtlhi after defeating 
the ruler of it. The account given m the Gazetteer would support this statraiont. 
This ruler of GfidhA must be Aman DSa, who is better known as SatigrAm 
ShAh, the father-in-law of the famous princess Durgivari, tmd the * iU-disposed 
crafty fellow ^ of Abul Fazl. He contrived to murder his own lather, who bod 

disinherited him, and seize the State. Bir Singh (Yiraaiihha} heard of h and 

at once overran forcing Amfln DBs to take refuge in the hilfs. 

While giving the account of Bamachandm, our manuscript says that Sult&u 

Muhammad Sayyid Ali took shelter with this ruler, though it does not say, 

who he was. According to Cunningham he gave asylum to Ibrahim, the son 
of Sikandar Biir, in A.H. 362 or A.D, 1655. Vitabhfinu had a very long 
and R&machandra continued to rule as a Yuvarftja till the ioimer retired te 
PiaySga* after the birth of his giaudaoo, namely, V^abhadra, thereby fulfilling 
the shos/fotc injunction*

Another interesting information, the manui^oript ouppliea, is r^arding Tansen, 
the premier singer and musician of the age. Our narrative does not go 
beo'ond the reign of Humfivfln* * So we do not find m it any mention of AJcbar 
or Kamaebandm’s parting with this master-musiniaii under the peremptory 
demand of the Emperor. The book tdls us how eimmonred Kamachaudra 
was of this prodigy and how he passed bis days with him in happiness. In 
the year 1662, we know, Tansmi had to go to Akbar’a court^ whore he wi'S 
lavishly rewarded for his skill. Abul Fazl says that Akbar gave two lakhs of 
ropces to Tansen at his first performance. All this inny be so, but considering 
the status of Ratoachandra in comparison to that of Akbar one might reason- 
ably say that the former was in no way inferior to the latter in hia liberality'. 
Our author baa praised him like Badauni, who said that ** he (r.c. Ram chandr a) 
left no equal behind hint for princely generosity. Among his other gifts ha 
gave a crore oi gold to his ministrcl Tanaen in one day. ”* Says our author, 

TT^ twtr 

‘For every soi^ and each fa^ni (running over the notes to catch the key) 
and each dhrupat (special song or melody) he gave a crpre of rupees to thk 
musician (Jlafonrf), namely, Tanaai, who was the embodimeu* oi the art ot 
Music.’ The praises which our author has bestowed on Tanflen are found 
in the accounts given by the Muhammadan historians, as well as other writers 
who have written about him. Hmdu mumdans, however, accuse him of having 
falsified the traditional by violating the canons. They further say that 

the two great r^os—^the Dipak and the Maihar —have difiappeared since his 
tone and that hia influence was deleterious to the musical science o! India * 
That he hatl no rival in mude^—excepting, of course, his junt Baiju Bfivaxi, who 
was a recluse—is admitted to be a fact. 

Several other points lire mentioned in the manuscript but, as 1 am unable 
to test their accuracy, 1 need not dilate on them. They have briefly been 
related in the analyats of the book which has been given above. If Gimilar 
nccounla arc available for the sister-states like Panna and others, it would be 
possible to iuvcsiigate tbem all and write a coimected history of Baghelkhund 
afi well as Bundelkhund with their help. The hdfya is not hiatoiy, still, the 
information which it supplies is, as 1 have tried to show in these pages, 
really valuable. Besides, it possesses considerable literary merit evincing high 
descriptive power of the author and can serve as a good specimen of what 
may be termed an hifitorical kdvya.
